Doctors accuse FDA of suppressing drug reports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and 


Drug Administration frequently sup- 
presses unfavorable reports on new 
drugs and disciplines those who draft 
them, a group of FDA staff doctors has 
told a Senate panel. 


Eleven medical professionals 
testi- 


fied on Thursday, citing numerous in- 
stances in which they said their ad- 
verse reports on drugs were overturned 
by FDA officials. Some said that after 
making such reports, they were taken 
off the case and the drug assigned to 
another doctor, who subsequently rec- 
ommended its approval. 


Six of the FDA staff doctors said they 


were transferred to less important jobs 
and away from their field of expertise 
after 
speaking out against certain 


drugs or against FDA procedures. 


Their testimony came before a joint 


meeting of Senate Judiciary and Labor- 
Welfare subcommittees in an investi- 
gation of the nation's pharmaceutical 
industry and the government agencies 
that regulate it. 


An FDA spokesman said the agency 


had no immediate comment on the alle- 
gations. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 


chairman of the hearings, said the 11 
FDA doctors were subpoenaed and did 


not appear voluntarily. He warned FDA 
officials against attempting 
to take 


"any 
administrative action" against 


the employes because of their testi- 
mony. 


Dr. J. Marion Bryant, a cardiologist 


with the FDA, said he was severely 
reprimanded by his bosses for speak- 
ing out on a drug he felt was "ex- 
ceedingly dangerous." 


"I was harassed.... I was 
repri- 


manded for speaking out in such a 
fashion," Bryant testified. He also said 
he was transferred out of the agency's 
cardiology section after devoting more 
than 30 years of his life to cardiology. 


"I was continually harassed in the 


way I was trying to do my work," test) 
fied Dr. B. L. Appleton "My superior 
at that time was going behind my back 
and giving my findings to the (drag 
company) sponsor" of the drug being 
reviewed.

The Cyprus government fled Nicosia 


today as Turkish troops were within 
hours of slicing off the top third of the 
island. Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit 
said his forces would cease fire at 6 
p.m. - noon - EDT - and use conquered 
land to impose a federated state with 
separate Turkish and Greek adminis- 
trations.

EPA that a federal court order barring 
"significant" deterioration of clean air 
must be interpreted not in absolute 
terms but against the background of 
community development planning. 


The agency has been considering how 


to define significant deterioration for 
more than two years, ever since the 
court decision in May 1972 in a lawsuit 
brought by the Sierra Club, a well- 
known environmental group.

Quarles Jr., said today's new proposal 
combines elements of the earheral- 
ternatives but represents a basic deci- 
sion.

while the fourth would have allowed a 
local definition of deterioration.

"from the beginning the President- 
knowingly directed the cover-up of the 
Watergate burglary." 


It also concludes that Nixon "repeat- 


edly and willfully" abused his power 
by misusing federal agencies such as 
the Internal Revenue Service and by- 
violating rights of citizens, particularly 
Pentagon Papers figure Daniel Ells- 
berg. 


Sharply disagreeing with both those 


conclusions, the Republicans' draft re- 
port says Nixon did not direct the Wa- 
tergate cover-up but rather joined "an 
ongoing conspiracy" to obstruct justice 
in 1972. 


It says the only hard evidence is his 


own statement that six days alter the 
Watergate Dreak-in he approved an ef- 
fort to steer the FBI away from investi- 
gating the first leads that it was his re- 
election committee's operation. 


The Republicans' report says the 


committee's evidence disproved an al- 
legation that Nixon ordered a $75,000 
hush-money payment to Watergate con-

says they roundly condemn. It says 
they favor strengthening legal sanc- 
tions "to deter such reprehensible offi- 
cial conduct in the future."

The Republicans' report also dis-

Inflation has reared its ugly head at the Appleton welfare department, forcing 


costs there up about 25 pei cent over last year 


Higher costs for food, shelter and medicai care and an incieased caseload — 


much of it made up of persons between 18 and 21 who are now eligible for local 
relief under the lower age of majority — forced Welfare Director Merlon Fhricke 
to ask the finance committee for another $20,000 for his 1974 budget Thursday 


The committee, agreeing with frhncke when he said "theie's no way we can 


control these things," recommended transfer of the money from the city's sorely 
depleted contingency fund 


"Hopefully, I won't be back, ' said the weitare dnector Originally, he had 


asked for a $30,000 appropriation, but a closer look at the figure convinced him 
that he could get by with $20,000 


The welfare department had its budget trimmed by $20,000 last December 
in 


recognition of the more than 2 
r> per cent dec line in general relief costs in 197,5 


But at that time Ehricke warned that a faltering eeonomv could force him to 
come back for more 


Last year, his department spent $112,028 for general relief and admmistrame 


expenses If the department can make it through the rest of the vear with its 
budget plus $20,000, it will have spent $140,260 


"All I'm asking is for you to restore my original request for 1974," said the 


welfare director, noting that $10,000 was chopped from his original budget b.v the 
mayor and another $10,000 was trimmed by the council during deliberations of 
the mayor's executive budget 


Ehricke said his department has "felt the real bite of inflation," which has led 


to higher costs for all forms of relief dispensed by his office 


In addition, the caseload is up 10 per cent A total of 66 more persons applied 


for local relief during the first six months of this year, compared with the same 
period in 1973 


The committee granted the director's request without opposition but showed 


concern for the contingency fund that will drop down to $12,800 it the $20,000

OSAKA, Japan (AP) — Osaka police 


today arrested a Japanese housewife on 
charges of helping the Korean who 
tried to assassinate South Korean Pres- 
ident Chung Hee Park but killed Park's 
wife instead. 
Police said the woman, 23-year-old 


Kimiko Yoshii, have the birth certifi- 
cate of her husband, Yukio, to Moon 
Sekwang, the 23-year-old assassin, so 
he could get a Japanese passport in the 
husband's name. Moon is a Korean who 
has been living in Osaka. 


Mrs. Yoshii was charged with violat- 


ing emigration and passport laws. Po- 
lice said she admitted giving Moon her 
husband's birth certificate to help him 
get the passport. 


Officials said Moon and the woman 


met while classmates at an Osaka high 
school and made a tr-ip to Hong Kong 
together last fall. 


Seoul's chief prosecutor, Kim Il-too, 


said the .38 caliber revolver Moon used 
in the attack was taken from the Osaka 
police, and the police said it was one of 
two pistols stolen from their armory on 
July 18 along with ammunition belts 
and h a n d c u f f s . Kim said Moon 
smuggled the pistol into Korea inside a 
radio. 


The prosecutor's office questioned 


Moon today and said he insisted he was 
acting alone in the unsuccessful at- 
tempt Thursday to assassinate Park. A 
spokesman said, however, that a 
search for accomplices was on since 
there were indications he had been as- 
sociated with leftist movements.

of forces. After the present round of 
meetinge with the Arab leaders, there 
must be further talks with Israel. 


Hussein arranged to have breakfast 


with members of the Senate Foreign 
Relations subcommittee on the Near 
East, then meet with the full Senate 
committee before his White House con- 
ference. 


On Saturday, Hussein will meet with 


Defense Secretary James R. Schlesin- 
ger and depart later in the day for 
Jordan. The administration has asked 
Congress for $207.5 million in economic 
and military aid for Jordan.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP) - A Baha- 


mian judge has sentenced an American 
ship captain and a member of his crew 
to four years in prison in the smuggl- 
ing of 3,700 pounds of hashish, the larg- 
est amount of the drug ever seized. 


Capt. Terry Daniels, 3£, of Staten Is- 


land, N.Y., and engineer Louis Tomi- 
selli, 24, of Brooklyn, N.Y.. were sen- 
tenced on Thursday and ordered to pay 
$5,000 each in fines or serve 18 months 
in addition to the four years. 


Four codefendants — also crewmen 


of the freighter Sea Trader — remained 
in Fox Hill Prison while authorities de- 
cide whether to reindict them. All six 
were charged with possession of the 
drug, which Drug Enforcement Admin- 
istration officials said was worth $15.5 
million and was the largest haul ever 
made. 


The jury that convicted Daniels and 


Tomiselli on Tuesday was unable to 
reach a verdict on Richard Bennett, 29, 
of Jackson, N.H.; Arnold Zuckerman, 
32, of Queens, N.Y.; John Kubatz, 28, 
of St. Thomas, V.I.; and Edward Ed- 
wards, 35, of New Orleans. 


All were arrested April 12 when the 


150-foot Sea Trader broke down in the 
Atlantic and was towed by the U.S. 
Coast Guard into Bahamian waters, 
where it was boarded. 


Tomiselli told the court in an un- 


sworn statement that he paid $210,000 
for the hashish in Morocco and loaded 
it on board himself. He said the rest of 
the crew was unaware of its presence. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A compro- 


mise $11.3 billion housing bill was 
passed by the House on Thursday and 
sent to President Ford. 


The measure is believed acceptable 


to the new administration although it 
contains some ideas which had been op- 
posed by former President Richard M. 
Nixon, as well as things he proposed. 


The vote was 377-21. 
Included is a proposal by Nixon for 


combining programs into block grants 
giving local authorities more discretion 
in the use of federal funds. The bill 
combines seven specific categorical 
programs into an $8.6 billion commu- 
nity development block grant. 


The grants would be allocated on the 


basis of population and prevalence of 
poverty. Cities would be assured for 
three years of at least the level of 
grants they had received earlier. 


In a section which Nixon had op- 


posed, the bill would make available 
about $250 million over the next two 
years for each of two subsidy pro- 
grams. These would provide subsidies 
for home ownership by low-income 
families and for low-rent apartments. 


A section of the bill aimed at boost- 


ing the housing industry would raise 
from $33,000 to $45,000 the ceiling on 
FHA-insured mortgages on single-fam- 
ily homes. 


HONOLULU (AP) — The American 


Bar Association has resolved that for- 
mer President Richard M. Nixon 
should not be immune from prose- 
cution for any wrongdoing in connec- 
tion with V'-rergate. 


The resolu on approved by the na- 


tion's largest legal organization 
Thursday sa;d the law should be en- 
forced "regardless of the position or

"It would be less than realistic if

'sent in the House of Delegates the leg- 
islative body of the 185,000-member or- 
ganization.

Young family will get away 
from it all on huge houseboaf 


CORONA, S.D. (AP) - Stung by the 


falling cattle market and anxious to get 
away for a while, the Marcus Joachim 
family is planning to drift through life 
for a few years on a giant homemade 
houseboat. 


Joachim, 26, who raised 100 head of 


cattle on his father's farm near here 
before the bottom dropped out of the 
market, drew up the plans himself and 
began building the vessel in May. 


He plans to launch it on the Missouri 


River, and is constructing the 70-foot 
long and 20-foot high vessel on a trailer 
so all he has to do is pull it 200 miles 
south to the launch ramp at Sioux City, 
Iowa. 


"He's been playing with the idea for 


four years and we just decided to do 
it," said his wife Barbara, 22. "The 
cattle weren't making much of a liv- 
ing... and he figured that before the 
kids are in school, we'd all get away 
while we can. I think it will be fun." 


The couple and their two daughters, 


Selissa, 4, and Nicole, 8 months, live 
with his father, Victor. 


Joachim, who worked on boats in 


Alaska, hopes to have his finished in 
October. The family will leave then, un- 
less they're short of money, in which 
case they'll save and sail next spring. 


The boat's main structure is con- 


structed of 2-by-6-mch planks, and the 
bottom and sides will be covered by 
fiberglass. The living quarters, 14 feet 
by 40 feet, will be built on the mam 
deck with a wheelhouse mounted on 
top. There will be two bedrooms and 
three 
watertight compartments 
for 


storage. Tanks will be built in the hold 
to carry 1,500 gallons each of fuel and 
water. 


"It will be just like a large trailer 


house," Mrs. Joachim said 
"It will 


have a washer, heater, stove, lights, ev- 
erything.

Mrs. Black, the former child star, be- 


gan her government career by running 
unsuccessfully as a Republican candi- 
date for Congress. She was named by 
former President Richard M. Nixon to 
the U.S. delegation to the United Na- 
tions General Assembly that met in 
1969. Later she served in the U.S. dele- 
gation to the 1972 U.N. Conference on 
the Human Environment in Stockholm. 


In other matters, the association

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Doctors accuse FDA of suppressing drug reports 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Food and 


Drug Administration frequently sup- 
presses unfavorable reports on new 
drugs and disciplines those who draft 
them, a group of FDA staff doctors has 
told a Senate panel. 


Eleven medical professionals testi- 


fied on Thursday, citing numerous in- 
stances in which they said their ad- 
verse reports on drugs were overturned 
by FDA officials. Some said that after 
making such reports, they were taken 
off the case and the drug assigned to 
another doctor, who subsequently rec- 
ommended its approval. 


Six of the FDA staff doctors said they 


were transferred to less important jobs 
and away from their field of expertise 
after speaking out against certain 
drugs or against FDA procedures. 


Their testimony came before a joint 


meeting of Senate Judiciary and Labor- 
Welfare subcommittees in an investi- 
gation of the nation's pharmaceutical 
industry and the government agencies 
that regulate it. 


An FDA spokesman said the agency 


had no immediate comment on the alle- 
gations. 


Sen. Edward M. Kennedy, D-Mass., 


chairman of the hearings, said the 11 
FDA doctors were subpoenaed and did 


not appear voluntarily. He warned FDA 
officials against attempting to take 
"any administrative action" against 
the employes because of their testi- 
mony. 


Dr. J. Marion Bryant, a cardiologist 


with the FDA, said he was severely 
reprimanded by his bosses for speak- 
ing out on a drug he felt was "ex- 
ceedingly dangerous." 


"I was harassed.... I was repri- 


manded for speaking out in such a 
fashion," Bryant testified. He also said 
he was transferred out of the agency's 
cardiology section after devoting more 
than 30 years of his life to cardiology. 


"I was continually harassed in the 


way I was trying to do my work," testi- 
fied Dr. B. L. Appleton. "My superior 
at that time was going behind my back 
and giving my findings to the (drug 
company) sponsor" of the drug being 
reviewed.

today as Turkish troops were within 
hours of slicing off the top third of the 
island. Turkish Premier Bulent Ecevit 
said his forces would cease fire at 6 
p.m. - noon - EOT - and use conquered 
land to impose a federated state with 
separate Turkish and Greek adminis- 
trations.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The Environ- 


mental Protection Agency today pro- 
posed allowing states to decide how 
much protection to give existing clean 
air based on their needs for industrial 
and economic development. 


The proposal marked a decision by 


EPA that a federal court order barring 
"significant" deterioration of clean air 
must be interpreted not in absolute 
terms but against the background of 
community development planning. 


The agency has been considering how 


to define significant deterioration for 
more than two years, ever since the 
court decision in May 1972 in a lawsuit 
brought by the Sierra Club, a well- 
known environmental group. 


Deputy A d m i n i s t r a t o r John R. 


Quarles Jr., said today's new proposal 
combines elements of the earlieral- 
ternatives but represents a basic deci- 
sion. 


In July 1973, EPA proposed four al- 


ternative plans and conducted public 
hearings to discuss them. 


Three would have imposed federal 


limitations on air pollution increases 
while the fourth would have allowed a 
local definition of deterioration. 


Quarles said the new proposal was "a 


recognition that deterioration of air 
quality can be regarded as 'significant' 
only within the broader perspective of 
public expectations and desires con- 
cerning the manner in which a particu- 
lar region should be developed." 


"Air quality alone should not dictate 


entire patterns of economic and social 
growth," he said.

up a new state of Cyprus. Now the secu- 
rity of the Turkish Cypriots is under 
strong guarantee." 


Meanwhile, the danger of war be- 


tween Greece and Turkey lessened as 
Greek Premier Constantine Caramanlis 
said in a broadcast that the Greek 
army would not reinforce the Greek 
Cypriot troops because this would leave 
Greece defenseless. 


Turkish tanks late Thursday after- 


noon rolled into Famagusta, the Medi- 
terranean island's chief port. The ac- 
tion established a 35-mile line from the 
capital, Nicosia, to the east coast. 


Associated Press Correspondent Pe- 


ter Arnett reported that the Greek 
Cypriot national guard and police fled 
from the city, and the Greek Cypriot 
quarter was deserted. There was no op- 
position as Turkish troops moved from 
the Turkish Cypriot sector into the 
Greek quarter today. 


The Turkish radio said the Turks 


also captured the naval base at Boghaz, 
10 miles north of Famagusta.

Nixon not hounded out of 
office, GOP report says 


WASHINGTON (AP) - While assert- 


ing that former President Richard M. 
Nixon was not hounded out of office, a 
draft report by 10 House Judiciary Re- 
publicans says he wasn't impeachable 
on most charges either. 


The draft report contends the only 


"direct and persuasive" impeachment 
evidence the committee ever received 
was Nixon's own statement last week 
that he approved an initial Watergate 
cover-up effort and then concealed that 
fact. 


"We hope that it will not hereafter be 


said by many that Richard Nixon was 
'hounded out of office,' for that is not 
true," the draft says. 


It says that until Nixon's own state- 


ment, the only Watergate cover-up im- 
peachment evidence the House com- 
mittee had was "layer upon layer of 
hearsay." 


The 10 Republicans voted against all 


three impeachment articles approved 
by the committee, but all 10 announced 
after his Aug. 5 disclosure that they 
would vote for the Watergate cover-up 
article on the House floor. Seven com- 
mittee Republicans voted for at least 
one impeachment article. 


Nixon resigned before the end of the 


week, saying his loss of support in Con- 
gress left him no other choice. 


The minority report of around 100 


pages is to be published with the 175- 
page majority report and individual 
views next week as the Judiciary Com- 
mittee's official report on tt:e three im- 


peachment articles. 


The majority report concludes that 


"from 
the beginning the President' 


knowingly directed the cover-up of the 
Watergate burglary." 


It also concludes that Nixon "repeat- 


edly and willfully" abused his power 
by misusing federal agencies such as 
the Internal Revenue Service and by 
violating rights of citizens, particularly 
Pentagon Papers figure Daniel Ells- 
berg. 


Sharply disagreeing with both those 


conclusions, the Republicans' draft re- 
port says Nixon did not direct the Wa- 
tergate cover-up but rather joined "an 
ongoing conspiracy" to obstruct justice 
in 1972. 


It says the only hard evidence is his 


own statement that six days after the 
Watergate break-in he approved an ef- 
fort to steer the FBI away from investi- 
gating the first leads that it was his re- 
election committee's operation. 


The Republicans' report says the 


committee's evidence disproved an al- 
legation that Nixon ordered a $75,000 
hush-money payment to Watergate con- 
spirator E. Howard Hunt Jr. 


It says witnesses established that ar- 


rangements for paying the money al- 
ready were being made by the time 
Nixon made comments at a March 21, 
1973, meeting that could be interpreted 
as meaning that he might approve of it 
to buy time.

On the impeachment article accusing 


Nixon of abuse of power, the Republi- 
cans' draft report says there is no di- 
rect evidence implicating Nixon in any 
illegal act. The Republicans' report 
says Nixon aides abused power with 
varying degrees of the President's 
knowledge and involvement, which it 
says they roundly condemn. It says 
they favor strengthening legal sanc- 
tions "to deter such reprehensible offi- 
cial conduct in the future." 


But it says, for example, that while 


an unsuccessful effort was made to use 
IRS tax audits for political purposes 
and Nixon made tape-recorded com- 
ments seeming to condone the practice, 
there is no direct evidence that Nixon 
ordered such tax audits. 


The Republicans' report also dis- 


agrees with the majority report that 
impeachment for Nixon's defiance of 
committee subpoenas would have been 
necessary to warn any future presi- 
dents against such defiance of Con- 
gress' subpoena power. 


The GOP draft says, "There may ap- 


pear to be an element of unfairness or 
even circularity in removing a presi- 
dent from office for failure to cooperate 
in his own impeachment."

Ford's focus on economy, transition 


WASHINGTON (AP) - 
President 


Ford conferred today with Teamsters 
Union President Frank Fitzsimmons, 
the second labor leader he has invited 
into the Oval Office in the week since 
he ascended to the presidency. 


Ford also arranged a meeting with 


holdover economic counselor Kenneth 
Rush and a briefing from the Office of 
Management and Budget on the latest 
federal spending outlook. 


Ford and Fitzsimmons sat on a sofa, 


talking quietly as photographers re- 
corded the start of their meeting. Fitz- 


simmons was one of President Richard 
Nixon's chiaf labor supporters, but the 
other labor leader Ford met this week, 
AFL-CIO President George Meany, had 
been sharply critical of Nixon's pol- 
icies. 


King Hussein of Jordan also was on 


Ford's morning schedule and will be 
guest of honor at a White House state 
dinner tonight. 


Ford's work days were becoming 


longer and longer as he came to the 
end of his first week in office. 


On Thursday he vetoed a bill that 


would have authorized $47 million more

company spokesman said. "We expect 
no problems." 


However, some special services will 


be curtailed, including new line exten- 
sion and possibly new construction, he 
added. 


Jerry Ceel, Local 2150 business man- 


ager, Milwaukee, said there is no way a 
strike can be averted unless the com- 
pany comes up with another offer, and 
the company has no plans for any 
changes from the final offer it made 
Wednesday afternoon, which was re- 
jected by the union negotiating com- 
mittee. The three companies are bar- 
gaining as a single unit with the local. 


Ceel said the major issues in the im- 


passe are pay increase, increased pay- 
ment of hospital and medical benefits 
and language items.

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Turkey merits tough talk 


The renewal of fighting on Cyprus may be the expected 


consequence of the years of tension, hatred and fear be- 
tween Greeks and Turks on thai island But Turkey must 
bear the biggest share of the b!ame for the most recent out- 
break 


In the first place, the government of Greece is not the 


same one which instigated and encouraged the military 
coup that overthrew Archbishop Makanas' government. 
The new civilian regeme is likely to be less hard and thick- 
headed than the colonels' junta. The puppet pro-Greek 
group on Cyprus did not long survive the change of govern- 
ment in Athens. 


Secondly. Turkish reaction to the coup seemed even at 


first to be overly severe. The open bombing of cities and 
lack of concern for civilians is to be deplored at any time. 
It is especially despicable when, as in Cyprus, the great 
majority of the people had nothing to do with the coup. 


Turkey is stronger than Greece and could afford to wait 


for more concessions and agreements at the bargaining 
table at Geneva. Its new attack, including more open city 
bombings, seems indicative of an unsteady and unsure gov- 
ernment of its own. Its leaders may be trying to prove 
themselves to the Turkish people rather than to Greeks or 
Cypnots. 


It is impossible to determine whether Secretary of State 


Henry Kissinger's preoccupation last week with persuading 
former President Nixon to resign caused him to neglect his 
responsibilities in the Mediterranean. 


But Americans are too often led astr-ay by the myth of 


American omnipotence. However tremendous Kissinger's 
negotiating abilities are, they cannot solve every conflict in 
the world simultaneously. 


The loss of the Greek military forces to the North Atlan- 


tic Treaty Organization is probably not serious. But the 
current conflict may raise considerable doubt about future 
cooperation within NATO of Greece and Turkey. Perhaps 
the United States should cut off military aid to both coun- 
tries as it has threatened —if it has the cooperation of the 
Soviet Union. Turkey at this time merits tough talk. Its 
over-reaction has been far too great and reflects its own in- 
security. 


Turkey is creating a great risk for the entire world. 


Ford's press secretary 


One immediate benefit of President Ford's assumption of 


command was the substitution of a working newspaperman 
for a public relations man as the White House press secre- 
tary. The new spokesman is Jerry terHorst, a news- 
paperman for 31 years. 


Ford first met terHorst when the latter was a young re- 


porter on the Grand Rapids (Mich.) Press, Ford's home- 
town, and Ford was making his first try at a Congressional 
seat. He became his press secretary and stayed on through 
the election, then returned to newspaper work. In recent 
years he headed the Washington bureau of the Detroit 
News. 


If there was one individual who constantly got Richard 


Nixon in dutch with the press it was his press secretary, 
Ronald Ziegler. In the end Ziegler was totally discredited 
because he, like his boss, had little respect for the truth 
and he was constantly being exposed. 


To his final credit, however, Ziegler said that he was 


leaving the office "with a great sense of respect" for the di- 
versity of opinion he had found among reporters and for the 
freedom of the American press. 


TerHorst is known among Washington reporters as a 


friendly, plain spoken man with a personality not unlike his 
new boss. And plain speaking is a quality we desperately 
need from the White House. 


Births and the schools 


One of the most significant developments affecting state 


and municipal finance has virtually escaped public notice. 
The steady decline in the birth rate in Wisconsin, as else- 
where, may mean some lessening during the next decade of 
the crunch in taxing for public education that has been one 
of the most troublesome of the problems confronting state 
and local public officials since the end of World War II. 


In 1960 the births recorded in this state numbered 99,500. 


In all except one of the years since that time there has been 
a decline. Last year births were estimated at 62,800, mean- 
ing that the ratio to the general population skidded from 
25.1 to 13.7 in 13 years, to the lowest rate since record keep- 
ing was required by law in 1910. 


This is already being reflected in enrollment declines in 


scores of districts and soon will mean lower school age pop- 
ulations everywhere. Ultimately the consequences will be 
shown as well in the state universities, which represent a 
tax equivalent here that is one of the highest in the country. 
Given the pace of the technological revolution, it is likely 
that the vocational and technical schools will continue to 
grow in importance and enrollment. 


All this is not to say that lower school budgets will follow- 


as a matter of course. 


The professional educator interest can be expected to in- 


crease the pressure for a reduction in the pupil-teacher ra- 
tio, 
for example. The push for curriculum "enrichment" 


will be accelerated. Some of these forces are already at 
work, as shown by the act of the legislature last year, with 
comparatively little public attention, that substantially en- 
larges the required subject content in the school curricula 
and commands 
new collateral services that will swell 


school budgets in defiance of the enrollment trend. 


Notwithstanding, the outlook is for a tightening job mar- 


ket for the teacher and, perhaps, some tendency to soften 
their salary and related demands. Parenthetically, the 
teacher unions appear to be indifferent to the fact that dur- 
ing the years when it became obvious that the teacher job 
market was declining, the schools of professional education 
continued to encourage heavy enrollments. Thus there are 
now discontented young people who are certified as quali- 
fied teachers searching for places on school payrolls that 
rheir advisors knew ;n advance wvjirj not exist

Milk output 
likely to dip 
in Wisconsin

Wisconsin farmers, pinched by rising 


costs, are likely to cull cows, teed less 
costly supplement, and in some cases 
sell herd causing a decline in milk pro- 
duction in the state this year, accord- 
ing to Truman Graf, Madison, Univer- 
s i t y o f W i s c o n s i n a g r i c u l t u r a l 
economist. 


Graf said Thursday in a telephone in- 


terview that the price ot milk now is 
not high enough to justify maximum 
production. 


"Right now, with these prices, no- 


body can make money," hd said. 


Presently the Minnesota-Wisconsin 


price for Grade B milk is $6 29 per hun- 
dredweight. The blend price for milk 
sold on the Chicago Regional Milk Mar- 
keting Order is S7.06 in zone one of the 
order. Milk prices are reduced two 
cents in each zone distant from the 
first zone in the order. 


The superpool price for the month is 


S8.34 per hundredweight which applies 
to Class I bottling milk. The non-super- 
pool price for Class 1 milk, established 
as a federal minimum pfice, is $7.57. 


Although milk production has been 


declining in recent months the output 
has dropped less in the last three 
months than during a similar period 
last year, according to Tom Schromish, 
of Lake to Lake Dairy Cooperative, Ma- 
nitowoc. 


The apparently stabilizing milk mar- 


ket cculd drop, however, if feed prices 
are increased, said Schromish. 


The prices are not adequate to insure 


farmers profits largely because of ris- 
ing costs. Graf said the 
cost-price 


squeeze facing farmers will worsen if 
federal crop statistics are correct. 


The federal crop reports indicate a 


per cent drop in the corn crop for 1974 
as well as a 27 per cent decline in 
all-crops from last year's le/els. The 
soybean crop, nationally, is expected to 
be 2 per cent less than last year.
